RESPONSE TO FINAL OFFICE ACTION MAILED OCTOBER 28. 2005 

The present document responds to the Final Office Action mailed OctobeT 28, 2005, for 
which a shortened statutory period for reply is set to expire on January 28, 2006. 
Applicant has also filed a request under 37 C.F.R. 1.1 36(a)(2) for a three month extension 
of time, together with a Request for Continued Examination ("RCE")- Accordingly, this 
Amendment is believed to have been timely filed. 

Claims 1-64 are currently pending in the present Patent Application. The 
Examiner has rejected claims 11, 12, 28, 29, 42, 46-48, 52-54, and 59 under 35 U.S.C. § 
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102(b), and has also rejected claims 13, 17-19, 21, 22, 24, 30, 34-36, 39, and 41 under 35 
U.S,C. § 103(a). Claims 1-10, 25-27, and 64 are allowed. Dependent claims 14-16, 20, 
31-33, 37, 43-45, 49-51, 55-58, and 60-63 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Accordingly, Applicant has canceled claims 11-13, 17-19, 21-24, 28-30, 34-36, 
38-42, 46-47, 54, and 59, and amended claims 14, 20, 31, 37, 49, 55, and 60 by rewriting 
these claims in independent form to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. Claims 52 and 53 were also rejected. Claim 52, however, was 
amended to claim from an allowable claim 49 and therefore claim 52 as amended is 
allowable as is claim 53, which claims from claim 52. 

Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-10, 14-16, 20, 25-27, 31-33, 37, 43- 
45, 49-53, 55-58, and 60-64 as presented are in a condition for allowance, and favorable 
consideration is respectfully requested in view of the following Amendments and 
Remarks. 
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
